river; of the 15,692,000 bushels corn, 350,000 bushels 
was (estimated) afloat at New York, 122,012 bush- 
tls on the Mississippi, 881.393 bushels on rail, 
6,323,927 bushels on the lake, 1,355,000 on the canal 
and6, 660,000 bushels in store at different points. — 
The Peper Tobacco Warehouse Company fn their 
last weekly report say: “Our advices from Ken-

When the decent public sentiment of St. 
Louis rallied around the Post-DisPATcH 
and carriea out its determined policy of ex- 
terminating the nefarious occupation of 
gambling, the brilliant victery which was 
achieved entailed the responsibility of con- 
stant watchfuiness on the part of the victors 
forever after. 

The profits of gambling in a large city are 
so enormous that the gamblers can afford to 
pay more for protection than the people pay 
for prevention. 

The only safety of the public i8 in the hon- 
esty of its.officials. If they are corrupt; if 
they are accessible to bribery, gambling is 
always ready to start up on a day’s notice. 

The report of the Grand Jury tells us 
how near we have come to danger recent- 
ly. The Governor of the State is implicated 
in combinations gotten up by gamblers for 
corrupting the police and setting aside the 
law. Appointments as Police Commissioners 
have been secured by the gambling interest. 
That interest has attempted to use the Com- 
missioners. Bribes have been offered them. 
The Chief of Police has been approached. 
The ring has put in some very fine work. 

Now, wWe insist not only that the criminals 
in this attempt shall be punished, but that 
the whole ring shall be broken up, the whole 
truth made known, and the organized power 
of the gamblers scattered and dispersed. 

That is what we propose to have done. 

We have beaten the gamblers when their 
power was at its height. We have no ques- 
tion about beating them again.

The naphtha is simply diffused 
through the water in small imperceptible 
globules and gives it (in the opinion of all 
the experts), its most characteristic odor, 
strongly resembling ordinary coal gas. One 
Witness testifies that in the process of 
manufacture ai considerable vantity 
of sulphurated hydrogen is absorbed by 
the wash water and discharged into the 
sewer. But as this statement was based 
upon no actual test of the liquid and was

Speeches by Messrs. Broadhead, Ewald, 
Eads, Stevenson and Samuel—Appropriate 
Resolutions Read and Adopted,

O. Broadhead, John D. Stevenson and D. H, 
McAdam, President Ewald introduced Mr, 
Broadhead, who in turn called upon Mr. 
McAdam to read the following resolutions: 

The members of the Merehants’ Excvaige of. 
the ‘city of St. Louis, assembled for the purpose of 
appropriate action in connection with the death 
of Mr. George Knapp, senior proprietor of the 
Missouri Republican, do order and adopt the fol- 
lowing resolutions; 

Resolved, That the members of the Merchants’ 
Exchauge, representing the commerce and busi- 
ness interests of tbe city of St. Louis, hereby de- 
clare, thatthe death of George Knapp inflicts 
upon this Exchange the loss of an eminent and 
valuable member and deprives this city of a pro- 
gressive, influential and devoted citizen. 

Resolved, That in expreseing the deep and per- 
vVading sorrow caused by this lamentable event 
among our members and all classes of citizens, we

PASSENGER RATES ADVANCED. 


Completion of the New Pooling Con- 
tract—Fink’s Announcement. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, October 1.—The general 
passenger agents of the railroads represented 
in the Joint Executive Committee of the 
Trunk Line Railroads, and their Western 
connections, have completed the prep- 
aration ofa new pooling contract for the 
division of business at differential fare 
points. Commissioner Fink has announced 
his award of percentage that each road is to 
receive. -at differential competitive 
points. The figures, it is said, do 
not differ materially from those that 
have been inforce under the old contract. 


The new contract now goes to the general 
managers of the several companies for their 
approval. It was decided to establish second- 
class rates between Boston and Chicago, 
New York and St. Louis, and New York and 
Cincinnati. An agreement was also made to 
advance second-class rates between New 
York and Chicago to a uniform figure via all 
routes, thus practically doing away with 
differential rates between those two points 
on east and west bound traffic. The sale of 
second-class tickets has increased very 
largely since the sale of immigrant tickets 
has been confined to Castle Garden, hence 
the change. Under the new contract the 
differential rate between New York and 
Chicago, via the Ohio and Mississippi Road. 
is advanced to $2175 on east-bound and 
$2225 on west-bound. The rate between 
New York and Cincinnati via the Pennsy!- 
vania Road is advanced $1, to $17 for fifst- 
class and 50c to $14 for second-class. The 
Indiana, Bioomington and Western Railroad 
was admitted to the pool and allowed the 
same differential rates as those of the Lake 
Erie and Western. The new contract is to 
date from October 1.

WASHINGTON, September 29.—The sale 
of property for taxes past due and unpaid, 
which fs now in progress here, shows that 
statesmen are very much like other people 
in regard to money matters, that they are 
sometimes “short” or that they forget some 
of the duties to the community in which they 
live. Who would have supposed, for instance, 
that the names of the Secretary of the Navy 
and men who have thundered in the halls of 
Congress until their voices werd heard round 
the civilized world, would appear in the tax 
sale lst at the capital of the country? Yet 
such is the fact. A volame of 390 pages is- 
sued by the Collector of Taxes for the District 
gives the story away. Tne volume bears on 
its title page the following: “District of 
Columbia real estate tax sale. Arrears of 
taxes for the year ending June 39, 1883, and 
special assessments due the late corporation 
of Washington in arrears.” 

ON THE FIRST PAGE 

the hard-hearted tax-gatherer cites the acts 
of Congress giving him authority to sell 
these gentlemen out because they have not 
paid up, and adds that he will, beginning on 
September 25, sell at public auction, to éfie 
highest pidder or bidders, the real property 
upon the subjoined list of taxes,and real prop- 
erty upon which the same are assessed in ar- 
rears on the ist day of July,1883, any and all 
property upon which such taxes remain un- 
paid prior to the day named for sale. 

This is the sale now progressing. Taking 
the list in its alphabetical order, ~the 
first name that attracts attention is that of 
J. A. J. Creswell, late Postmaster-Genera!. 
‘John A. J. Creswell and others,’’ the line 
reads, ‘Commissioners of the late Freed- 
men’s Saving and Trust Company.” The tax 
due is described as levied upon some twenty- 
five pieces of property in various parts of the 
city, and amounts in aggregate to over 
$2.500. The next name on the list that at- 
tracts attention is that of 

WM..E. CHANDLER, 
The first line under the name reads: “‘Whole 
tax on lot 6 and improvement, square No. 
218, $210 77.” ‘Then foilows a list of twenty- 
nine other lots, on which smallar sums are 
due for the “whole-tax,” or in other words 
for the taxes which should have been paid 
in May last, anain November of 1882, On 
the same page is the name of Wm. E. Chaf- 
fee, who is charged with a whole year’s tax 
on “part of lot6 and improvements, square 
south of square No. 516.” On the opposite 
page is the name of 
THOMAS T. CRITTENDEN, 
who owes “whoile-tax” ou twenty lots, and 
turning but a single leafy you find 
the name of Washington’s millionaire 
philanthropist, W. W. Corcoran, who is 
charged with nearly $500 of various sorts of 
taxes due and unpaid, some being the rezu- 
lar real estate tax, aud sume special taxes 
for paving, curbing, and, in three or four 
cases, for the “‘erection of pumps.”” On the 
same page is a name very familiar to the 
country but a few years ago— 
ZACHARIAH CHANDLER. 

Itis charged with taxes due in May last, 


next name on the list that attracts attention. 
Whether itis the present Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue who is thus setting a bad 
example to the tax-payers of the country, is 
not indicated. Howard University, the 
freedmen’s educational institution, figures 
very largely, several hundred lots belonging 
to it being among the list, some for the taxes 
of the past year and some for special taxes 
of preceding years. The next names on the 
list attracting attention are John Knox, as 
Commissioner of the Freedmen’s Bank: the 
late Eben C. Ingersoll, brother of Col. Bob, 
and Washington McLean, William Walter 
Phelps, of New Jersey, who came back from 
his position abroad in time to defeat honest 
John Hill of two cent postaze fame, for re- 
nomination last year also figures in the list 
for the whole tax on lots 2 and 3, square No, 
95, the tax amounting to something 
above $75. 

George M. Robeson, is a familiar name. 
It is quite prominent in the list, more from 
its general familiarity in other piaces than 
from the space it occupies here. The lines 
which follow it however indicate that the 
taxes on a half dozen lots in square 195 are 
past due and that the lots, as was the case 
with their good natured owner, must “zo” if 
the matter is not attended toin short order. 
*‘Boss”’ Shepherd, who is reported as maxing 
money hand over fist down at his Batopolis 
mine in Mexico, seems te be 
rather neglectful of his duty toward his be- 
loved Washington. Under his name there are 
twenty or thirty lots that will be under the 
hammer in a few daysif not attended to. 
Only one leaf further onis anotuer familiar 
name, 

JOHN SHERMAN, 

and the lines beiow call on John or on his 
property for the whole year’s taxes on eight 
lots in square 720, and two more in square 
240. . Possibly the fact that Col. Enoch ‘Tot- 
ten recently paid a considerable sum of 
money on notes bearing his name on which a 
youthful forger of this city had raised money 
in bank, accounts for the fact that the name 
of Enoch Totten appears in several places in 
this interesting publication. 

Curious, isn’t it? How sad it must sound 
to hear the auctioneer crying this or that 
piece of property as being offered to satisfy 
the judgment for taxes against Congressman 
Robeson, or Congressman Phelps. or “Boss” 
Shepherd, or “Honest” John Sherman, or 
Secretary Chandler. Yetthe sale must come 
if these gentiemen do not rush to the col- 
lectoer’s office before their names are reached 
or have not done so since the publication of 
the list from which these quotations are 
made.

INDIAN HUNTERS. 
Piutes, Washoes and Diggers Slaying 
Deer and Fish in California. 
From the Virginia Chronicte. 

L. E. Matteson, a compositor employed on 
the Stuckton Herald, returned a few days 
ago from a camping and hunting expedition 
to the Bear Valiey region. He reports that 
no deer are new to be seen from West.Point 
to Hermit Vailey. In June last alarge band 
of Washoe and Piute Indians came over 
firom Nevada and were joined in Hermit Val- 
ley by a delegation of Diggers, which raised 
the strength of the party to fully six hun- 
dred. Allisummer this army of red men 
have been slaughtering the deer and other 
game and fish. They have camped in one 
piace until there-was nothing wore to kill 
and then moved on a few miles with their 
squaws and papouses to a new hunting 
grouud. An ideaof the havoc they have 
worked is given by the fact that this seasen 
they have aiready sotd 2,500 deer skins. Last 
year they sold 1,500. They have been making 
an exterminating war against the trout in 
places. Nut content with hooks and lines 
and spears, the red men have soap-rooted 
the streams. The soap root is smashed fine 
in stone mortars by squaws, aud poured inte 
the water where there is the least current. 
In a few moments the half-poisened 
fish rise to the surface, beliv up, and 
are gathered in with the hand. 
Large fish if placed immediately in clear 
water will survive a dose of soap rvot, but 
the smaller ones will not. It is said to be 
fatal also tu the spawn. By the use of this 
rout the Indians have completely cleared 
San Antone Creek of trout, and another 
creek in Hupe Valiey has suffered as badly. 
A great.many fish have als» been killed at 
the headwaters of the Mokelumne. The 
Indians speared and hooked so many fish at 
the Biue lakes that the deciease is notice- 
able to fishermen. 

Mr. Matteson reports that fishingis still 
good at the headwaters of the Stanislaus, in 
the Mukelumne below Hermit Valiey, and 


These Indian forays are of 
almpst annual occurrence. Small as well as 
large game disappear wherever the ma- 
rauders go. ‘Thev are now eamped at West 
Point and intend to remain there until 
spring. 

The roads in the mountains are in a worse 
condition than for many years past. The 
dust is very deep. The cause is the light 
fali of snow iast winter. In Bear valiey, 
which usually has about twenty feet, but 
six feet feil last winter. ‘The fruiterop from 
Bear mountain up to and beyond Murphy’s 
was xilled by a late frost which nipped the 
trees just after they had blossomed.
